Families hit by school costs

MORE than 13,000 families in the 
town are struggling to meet the 
most basic costs of their children’s 
schooling, new research revealed 
this week. 

A report by the Children’s 
Commission on Poverty found that 
families across the East of England 
are paying £598m a year for school 
clothing, sports kits, school meals, 
trips, books, materials for classes, 
stationery, computers for home¬ 
work, travel to and from school and 
summer clubs or activities. 

Around £24 million of that spend is 


in Luton but the report said 13,633 
families were struggling to pay, with 
376,000 struggling across the region. 

The report was published by a 
panel of children aged 10 to 19 who 
spent the past few months investi¬ 
gating the costs of primary and 
secondary school in the state sector. 

Jane Malcolm, director of the Level 
Trust, a local charity campaigning 
on child poverty in the town, said 
costs needed to be reduced to make 
‘education accessible for all kids’. 

In September the Trust gave 1,250 
four-year-old children starting 
school a free stationary pack 
containing items such as glue, 
scissors and paper. 

Jane said: “The big thing that stood 


out from the report for me is that 
parents were spending £804 per 
child each year and if we are to make 
education accessible for all kids 
then we need to reduce the costs. 

“We are doing that as a charity but 
there are some good recommenda¬ 
tions in the report such as asking the 
senior leadership in schools to go 
through the school day to make sure 
that activities will not exclude 
children because they can’t afford it. 

“Schools in Luton are already 
doing a lot but we can always do 
more.” 

The report also found that more 
than half of the poorest families said 
they have to borrow money to pay 
for essential school items. 


Nearly two thirds of children 
living in the country’s poorest fami¬ 
lies said they were embarrassed as a 
result of not being able to afford key 
aspects of school. 

More than 25 per cent said this has 
led them to being bullied. 

One of the commissioners, Cyrus, 
aged 14, said: “As a young commis¬ 
sioner the thing that has stood out is 
how poverty isn’t just a physical 
problem, but has a mental effect on 
children. 

“Children are being treated differ¬ 
ently if they are living in poverty. 

“They are made to stand out. They 
don’t have computers good enough 
to download the software they need 
to do homework. Some have stickers 


put on their books. 

“If real change is to be made, 
schools need to be aware of poverty 
and its effects on children so they 
can support the child though the 
most important years of their life.” 

Luton council said the town had a 
Targe proportion of its children 
living in families in difficult 
financial circumstances’. 

A spokesman said the authority 
had a number of initiatives to tackle 
this issue including working with 
children’s centres, running a Tree 
School Meals campaign and a 
‘Stronger Lamilies’ programme. 

He added that the council would 
soon be developing its new 
anti-poverty strategy.

Candlelight vigil to mark 
the death of Leon Briggs

CAMPAIGNERS will be holding 
a candlelight vigil on Tuesday to 
mark a year since the death of 
Leon Briggs. 

Father-of-two Leon died in 
police custody on November 4 
last year after being detained by 
officers. 

The vigil will start at 6pm 
outside Luton Police Station and 
will be attended by his friends 
and family. 

Liberty Louise, from the Justice 
4 Leon Briggs group, said the 
vigil would be a chance for 
people to remember Leon’s life as 
well as let the authorities know 
that their campaign was ‘still 
going strong’. 

At a pre-inquest hearing last 
month the coroner for 
Hertfordshire heard that the 
inquest into Leon’s death would 
be ‘subject to further delays’ and 
was unlikely to take place for at 
least another year. 

The Independent Police 
Complaints Commission (IPCC), 
which is investigating his death, 
stated that it had assessed the

post-mortem report and consid¬ 
ered that there continues to be 
‘an indication of a reasonable 
suspicion that criminal offences 
may have been committed’. 

Liberty said: “What we’re doing 
is not an angry protest, it’s just a 
vigil to commemorate his life 
and to let the police and others 
know that the campaign is still 
going strong. 

“There have been delays after 


delays after delays, and it hap¬ 
pens all over the country with 
death in custody cases. 

“From a campaign perspective, 
we feel that there are obstacles 
being put one after the other. 

“On Tuesday it’s going to be a 
year since Leon died and the 
family have had no answers. 

“We only find out at the inquest 
how long the investigation is 
going to be and they have had 
over a year to get their evidence 
and some of it is still not there.” 

Liberty Louise also criticised a 
Channel 4 documentary about 
the work of Bedfordshire Police 
officers at Luton police station’s 
custody suite - 24 Hours In Police 
Custody. She said there were 
concerns it could ‘bias’ future 
investigations into Leon’s death. 

Currently five Bedfordshire 
Police officers and two detention 
officers remain suspended and 
under investigation over the 
incident. 

Liberty added: “We just need as 
much support as we can and for 
people not to lose interest in 
what we’re trying to do because it 
can happen to anyone or their 
family members.” 
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24 hours a day, seven days a week: 
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High-flying Luton Airport opens up new routes 


LUTON Airport has opened up 
new routes for passengers with 
easyjet and Wizz Air. 

The airport, which recorded an 
8.7 per cent increase in passen¬ 
gers in September, compared to 
the same month last year, says it 
is on track for 2014 to be the 
busiest in its 76-year history. 

Last week the airport’s major 
partner easyjet introduced 
flights to Rome and Naples. It 
will also begin flying to Munich, 
Copenhagen and Lyon on 
November 3, and Basel on 
November 7. 


In March the airport and air¬ 
line announced a new 10-year 
deal which will see easyjet’s 
capacity grow at the airport by 20 
per cent over the next year. 

Wizz Air has introduced new 
flights to Poprad, Slovakia, and 
Szczecin, Poland. 

Luton Airport recently received 
planning consent for a £100m 
redevelopment which will 
increase annual passenger 
capacity from 12 million to 18 
million per year by 2026. 

The plans include an expanded 
and modernised terminal build¬ 


ing, better rail and other surface 
transport links and improve¬ 
ments to the passenger experi¬ 
ence, including additional 
screening lanes to reduce wait¬ 
ing times. 

The changes are forecast to 
increase the airport’s annual 
economic impact by £283m to 
£1.2bn per annum, and create 
over 5,000 new jobs. 

Simon Harley, business devel¬ 
opment manager at Luton 
Airport, said: “The new routes 
mean we’re giving more choice to 
more passengers.”

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Airline to lose 700 
staff in new deal

MONARCH airlines staff 
have accepted 700 redun¬ 
dancies and pay cuts of up to 
30 per cent as part of a deal 
to save the Luton-based 
company. 

More than two thirds of the 
redundancies will be vol¬ 
untary following a vote 
accepted by more than 
90 per cent of union- 
ised staff. 

The airline has been bought 
by Greybull Capital from the 
Mantegazza family who have 
owned it since the 1960s. 

Monarch will reduce its 
fleet from 42 to 34 aircraft 
and will end both long-haul 
and charter flying by April 
next year so it can focus on its 
scheduled short-haul 
European leisure routes. 

The airline will also be tak¬ 
ing delivery of 30 new Boeing 
737 MAX 8 aircraft between 
2018 and 2020. 

Monarch Group CEO, 
Andrew Swaffield, said: “I am 
delighted to welcome the 
Greybull team as the new 
owners of the Monarch 
Group.

FIREFIGHTERS are on strike 
as firework displays take 
place around the county this 
weekend. 

The action over proposed 
changes by the government 
to their pension arrange¬ 
ments began on Friday night 
and will continue until 6pm 
on Tuesday. 

This is the latest in a series 
of strikes called by the Fire 
Brigades Union (FBU) over 
the past 13 months across the 


country. Bedfordshire Fire 
and Rescue Service has said it 
has plans in place to answer 
999 calls and respond to 
emergencies during the four 
day walk-out that the FBU 
has announced. 

Bedfordshire’s chief fire 
officer Paul Fuller said: 
“While this is a national 
dispute between the FBU and 
the government, the impact 
will be felt locally and the 
impact of a four day continu¬ 
ous strike should not be 
underestimated. 

“Bedfordshire Fire and 


Rescue Service does have well 
practiced plans to continue 
to deliver services during the 
periods of FBU strike action, 
based on the previous strikes 
over the past year, and these 
plans will again be put into 
place. 

“However this will be a 
reduced service compared to 
normal. A 96-hour strike will 
be even more challenging but 
we will be doing all that we 
can to manage the situation 
effectively.”

Court move disrupts 
10 per cent of cases

ALMOST 10 per cent of trials 
held in the first month after 
cases moved to Luton 
Magistrates’ Court from 
Bedford were ineffective as 
witnesses and defendants 
failed to turn up. 

Luton on Sunday has seen 
figures provided by her 
Majesty’s Courts and 
Tribunals Service (HMCTS) 
from June of this year which 
show that 9.9 per cent of trials 
had to be adjourned or 


dropped altogether in the 
first month alone because 
parties involved did not show 
up. LoS can also reveal that a 
further four per cent of trials 
were ‘cracked’ due to non- 
attendance by witnesses or 
withdrawal. 

On June 1 this year all cases, 
with the exception of family, 
were moved from Bedford to 
Luton after the Bedfordshire 
and Hertfordshire Judicial 
Business Group (JBG) 
decided it was more effective 
to list cases there. 

There have been fears that 


the move has resulted in 
witnesses and defendants 
being unwilling or unable to 
travel almost 20 miles each 
way to see justice being done. 

On Tuesday, November 11 
the Judicial Business Group 
will meet to decide on a 
six-month review of how the 
situation should be handled.

E VERY time politicians 
try to show how in 
touch with the public 
they are, they show 
the opposite. The latest 
example is the power of recall 
for errant MPs. 

This is meant to be a way of 
allowing voters to demand a 
‘recall’ of MPs who have 
allegedly behaved badly. And 
if true, they can sack them. 

Sounds good but it simply 
won’t work, either because it 
is too draconian or of no use 
whatsoever. On the one hand 
the government bill only 
allows the process to begin if 
it involves serious wrongdo¬ 
ing, such as going to jail or 
suffering a prolonged 
Commons ban. 

On the other hand some 
MPs want the electorate to be 
able to trigger the recall 
petition of MPs with a five per 
cent vote of the electorate. 
And what’s wrong with that? 
Nothing if you accept the 
notion that MPs should be 
mandated by a minority, as 
the danger is that recalls will 
be about how MPs vote, not 
how they behave. 

Also you then need 20 per 
cent to sign the petition for a 


Fire MPs if they 
step out of line 


by-election to be held. But of 
course you will likely simply 
re-elect the same person, as 
most seats are pretty safe if 
not very safe. 

A lot of effort for little 
reward, which is likely to be 
seen as something not worth 
the candle - or the expense. 
There is, of course a much 
simpler solution if we want 
them to reflect, in their 
behaviour and possible 
punishment for being out of 
line, how our working lives 
are governed. 

The likelihood is that if an 
employee outside of the 
Westminster bubble is found 
guilty of a criminal offence 
they would be sacked; drunk 
on duty - sacked; caught fid¬ 
dling your expenses - sacked; 
failing to turn up to work 


regularly, especially of 
choosing to sit in a bar 
instead - sacked. Some call 
centres discipline workers if 
their toilet breaks are too 
long, which would be an 
interesting demand on MPs. 

Why do we need the power 
of recall? At the moment all 
MPs have to do is swear 
allegiance to God and the 
Queen, which is a bit odd, as 
the first doesn’t exist and the 
second, in a true democracy, 
wouldn’t exist. 

Just get them to sign condi¬ 
tions of service agreements, 
and if they break them, fire 
them. Perhaps as well ban the 
party of the MP chucked out 
from putting up a candidate 
in the following by-election. 
That sounds more like power 
to the people.

Student faces jail 
after rape attack

A STUDENT has been con¬ 
victed of raping and robbing 
a prostitute in his car. 

Ali Hafeez, 18, a student at 
City University, twice raped 
the woman before stealing 
her mobile phone and £20 she 
had received from a client. 

Hafeez, of Flint Close, 
Luton, claimed he was having 
a haircut at the time of the 
attack but admitted paying 
for sex with the woman. 

He claimed it had happened 


the day before. 

Prosecutor Peter Shaw told 
the jury at St Albans Crown 
Court that on June 8 last year 
Hafeez picked up the woman, 
who was standing in Biscot 
Road, Luton. 

He said they drove to a car 
park off Reginald Street 
where the attack took place in 
the back of his vehicle. 

After the incident the 
woman called 999. Hafeez 
was arrested and picked out 
by the woman at an identity 
parade. 

Condoms recovered from 


the car park also had DNA 
linked to him. 

Judge Stephen Warner 
adjourned sentence until 
November 18. He remanded 
Hafeez in custody saying he 
wanted a probation report to 
look into the danger he poses 
to women. 

He told him: “You must 
understand you have been 
convicted of extremely 
serious offences. You are 
facing an inevitable custodial 
sentence.” 

Hafeez must now sign the 
Sex Offender Register.

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Judges reject jail 
conviction appeal

A MAN jailed for shattering 
an illegal immigrant's skull 
has had his conviction 
challenge rejected. 

Shahid Khan, 44, of Argyll 
Avenue, Luton, was impris¬ 
oned for seven years at Luton 
Crown Court in November 
last year after being convicted 
of wounding with intent over 
an attack on Azhar Mahmood. 

Mr Mahmood said he was 
assaulted by Khan at his 


lodgings in October 2012, 
London’s Appeal Court heard 
this week. 

Mr Justice Green, sitting 
with Sir Brian Leveson and 
Mr Justice Goss, said Mr 
Mahmood was punched in 
the face and dragged to the 
floor, where he was repeat¬ 
edly kicked. He added the 
victim suffered ‘a fractured 
skull and other injuries’. 

Mr Mahmood was hospital¬ 
ised after the beating, and 
also claimed Khan ‘threat¬ 
ened him’ before the case 


reached trial. Khan denied 
any part in the attack, insist¬ 
ing he was elsewhere at the 
time. 

At the appeal Khan’s legal 
team challenged the ‘safety’ of 
his conviction, pointing to 
alleged flaws in the trial judge’s 
summing up to the jury. 

The court said the judge’s 
directions on Khan’s alibi 
defence could have been full¬ 
er but it refused his appeal, 
saying ‘any error was imma¬ 
terial and didn’t affect the 
verdict’.

Councillor Hazel Simmons, leader 
of Luton Borough Council, says 
that while ‘difficult decisions’ lie 
ahead, there is room for optimism 


THE annual party confer¬ 
ence season brought renewed 
clarity to what the future 
holds for local government. 

While there are different 
political approaches to tack¬ 
ling the nation’s economic 
challenges, it is certain there 
will be even less money for 
councils - whoever is in 
government following the 
elections in May. 

On a national level, less 
money always means more 
service cuts. So the question 
for Luton is, how are we going 
to deal with the impact on 
our communities? 

While difficult decisions 
remain a reality, the council’s 
three-year prospectus 
launched in March 2012 out¬ 
lined our focus on education 
and lifelong learning, health¬ 
ier communities and eco¬ 
nomic growth, and this 
approach is reaping rewards. 

At the airport, full approval 
is in place to support growth 
from 10 to 18 million passen¬ 
gers a year, and work is due to 
start on site next year. 

On the roads, completion of 
the ring road has been deliv¬ 
ered while improvements at 
Ml JlOa will open in 2015. 

Out in our communities, 
earlier interventions in the 
lives of young people are 


improving prospects for dis¬ 
advantaged families, while in 
education the proportion of 
Luton schools judged by 
Ofsted to be good and out¬ 
standing is higher than ever. 

Meanwhile, Luton is build¬ 
ing council houses for the 
first time in decades, and the 
draft local plan has recently 
been out for consultation. 

With the infrastructure 
improvements in particular 
that are in place and on the 
way, right now we have a 
unique opportunity to deliv¬ 
er jobs and housing growth. 

Early next year the Council 
will bring forward an invest¬ 
ment strategy outlining how, 
where and when these can be 
maximised. 

Plans for redevelopment in 
Hightown will soon be pre¬ 
sented for consultation, and 
regeneration of Marsh Farm 
is also scheduled to begin 
during 2015. 

Proposals for mixed-use 
development at Napier Park 


are well advanced, with a 
likely start on-site in early 
2015, and negotiations have 
started with developers to get 
Power Court moving. 

Already we are working 
with further and higher edu¬ 
cation providers to make sure 
that local people have the 
right skills to benefit from 
this growth. 

Meanwhile health and 
social care providers are 
working closer together to 
deliver better services, and 
we will also be presenting 
opportunities for residents to 
interact with the Council in 
easier and cheaper ways. 

It may seem a conundrum 
that such ambition can be 
framed against ongoing aus¬ 
terity. But while Luton alone 
cannot change the national 
context, we can and will plan 
for a better and brighter 
future locally. 

Despite the challenges that 
exist, there are good grounds 
for optimism in our borough.

Maze Runner 
is top thriller

THE latest young adult novel 
adaptation for the big screen 
stands out with gripping 
action, compelling perfor¬ 
mances and a dark undertone 
to rival The Hunger Games. 

This post-apocalyptic tale 
follows Thomas who wakes up 
in a rusty elevator with no 
memory. He arrives in The 
Glade, a green oasis in the 
centre of a large intricate 
maze inhabited by a gang of 
boys who have been trying to 
find a way out of the ever- 
changing labyrinth. 

Then from nowhere a girl 
emerges from the elevator and 
reveals that she knows 
Thomas, causing distrust and 
paranoia among the group... 

“You get your name back in a 
day or two, it’s the one thing 
they let us keep,” explains 
leader Alby as Thomas takes 
in his surroundings dominat¬ 
ed by the imposing gigantic 
walls of the maze. A constant 
focal point, the looming doors 
of the maze open during the 


day allowing runners to map 
the layout, before closing at 
night to keep out the terrify¬ 
ing greavers. Everything 
changes once Thomas steps 
foot outside the sanctuary of 
The Glade and into the 
unknown perils of the maze, 

The maze itself is ingenious 
with spectacular shots and 
impressive CGI showing just 
how much its colossal size 
dwarfs the runners. 

The young cast is also a 
strong line-up from childhood 
actors Thomas Brodie- 
Sangster (Games of Thrones) 
as level-headed Newt and Will 
Poulter (Son of Rambo) as 
Gaily, to Skins actress Kaya 
Scodelario as Teresa and tal¬ 
ented newcomer Ki Hong Lee 
as runner Minho. 

Dylan O’Brien as Thomas is a 
strong central character with 
the right amount of chemistry 
with each cast member. 

But the lack of explanation 
for what happened to present- 
day society is a hindrance, 
leaving the whole affair lack¬ 
ing and simplistic. It may be a 
ploy to set up twists in sequels. 
Still, The Maze Runner is 
expertly put together and the 
talents of the young cast bode 
well for the 2015 sequel. 
Rating: 4/5

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Vauxhall joins the party with its own high- 
tech downsized 1.0-litre three-cylinder petrol 
engine. Available in 90 or 110PS power 
outputs, the former boasting 54.7mpg fuel 
economy, it also gets balancer shafts for class¬ 
leading smoothness. It’s taken them a while, 
but Vauxhall should be onto a winner here. 

There’s little doubt that this 1.0-litre, 3-cylinder turbo petrol 
unit is the big drawcard of the latest Corsa’s engine line-up. 
Recognising that diesel powerplants don’t always make the 
big sales numbers in the supermini sector, Vauxhall has 
instead devoted its attention to super-efficient petrol units. 

The 1.0-litre is the only production three-cylinder engine 
on the market with a balancer shaft, helping it combat noise, 
vibration and harshness. This Euro6-compliant engine is 
offered on either 90 or 115PS power outputs and both manage 
170Nm of torque at just l,800rpm. 

The Corsa has always been a pretty entertaining steer and 
Vauxhall is looking to continue that trend. Underpinning 
this latest fourth-generation car is a completely redesigned 
chassis with precisely zero carry-over components from the 
last model. It sports a 5mm lower centre of gravity, a stiffer 
front sub-frame and a sharper suspension geometry. The 
electrically-assisted power steering gets a City mode for 
you to twirl around effortlessly when parking, but receives 
a UK-specific tune to cater for our roads. Internal friction 
has been minimised, as has understeer. Both Comfort and 
Sport suspension set ups have improved dampers that aid 
ride quality. 

Straight away you’ll spot similarities to the front end of the 
ADAM model and that’s no coincidence, this looking set to 
become the Vauxhall family face for the foreseeable future. 


That means a rounded, friendly look with a broader 
front grille than Corsas of old. The overall proportioning isn’t 
that much of a departure, this car retaining the somewhat tall 
and narrow shape of the third generation model. It’s almost 
identical in length but all of the car’s body panels are new 
and provide greater definition between the ‘sporty’ look of 
the three-door and the ‘premium five-door models. Some of 
the detailing is quite assured, including the sculptural ‘blade’ 
running across the lower door-sections. 

Facing down Ford’s all-conquering Fiesta is a devilishly tough 
assignment but Vauxhall seem confident that the latest Corsa 
has what it takes. The 1.0-litre ECOTEC engine will be a big 
part of their product offensive and by launching a couple 
of years after Ford’s 1.0-litre, Vauxhall will hopefully avoid 
many of the problems that have beset their rival over claimed 
versus actual fuel economy. The very fact that Vauxhall 
claim 54.7mpg for the 90PS Corsa where Ford reckons on 
65.7mpg for their more powerful 100PS unit would suggest 
that Vauxhall has set this engine up for everyday driveability 
rather than merely spoofing the NEDC economy test. 

Although this latest Corsa at first looks like a mere restyle, 
it’s much more than that. Here’s a car that’s been designed 
from a clean sheet of paper, with an enormous development 
budget behind it. The 1.0-litre engine could just be the secret 
weapon that will unhinge the Fiesta. Don’t bet against it.

Hatters slip off the

SCOTT Griffiths went from hero to villain as 
Luton Town’s seven-game winning streak 
came to a deserved end at Exeter which saw 
them slip to second in League Two. 

The full back headed the visitors into an early 
lead but, after getting the runaround from 
Christian Ribeiro for much of the contest, con¬ 
ceded a 72nd minute penalty that saw Grecians 
substitute Tom Nichols stroke in with his first 
touch. 

Town’s lightning start saw them threaten to 
run riot in this clash of the division’s form 
teams but the hosts comprehensively won that 


battle and battered the Hatters in the second 
half. Luton had been outplayed in the first 
period too but while City greedily hogged the 
possession they huffed and puffed at the sharp 
end. 

Exeter found more incision after the break to 
seriously test a visiting defence that had previ¬ 
ously kept seven clean sheets. 

It was a surprise that cheers of “Ole” only 
started ringing around the old fashioned St 
James’ Park stadium three minutes from time 
as they passed rings around Luton. 

But for all that, the Hatters again showed the 
defensive resilience to prevent a late winner 
and a point will be seen as a reasonable return. 

Manager John Still made two changes from 
the team that dramatically beat Northampton 
in the 90th minute last week with goal hero 
Luke Guttridge having to make do with a place 
on the bench. 

Jake Howells returned along with Paul Benson 


who was making his 50th appearance for the 
club, replacing the injured Pelly Ruddock 
Mpanzu and Alex Lawless. 

Two minutes and 15 seconds after the first 
whistle they were in front with their first shot 
on target when Griffiths was allowed room to 
execute the simplest of headers from an Andy 
Drury corner. 

The visitors could have had a man advantage 
soon after when Benson headed on a long ball 
and last man Danny Butterfield handled. The 
foul was given but the defender received no 
further punishment. 

Any hopes of an early goal glut were quickly 
extinguished as Exeter took patient, passing 
control and should have levelled when Scott 
Bennett’s header landed at the feet of Graham 
Cummins, but Mark Tyler was quickly off his 
line to smother. 

Luton had rarely ventured past the halfway 
line but late in the half Drury ran unchecked

LUTON RFC were beaten 24-12 at Ruislip in 
London One North yesterday, after letting a half¬ 
time lead slip. 

Things had started so well for the visitors when

Luton are sixth in the table following the defeat 
and host high-flying Chingford on Saturday as 
they look to return to winning ways. 

Stockwood Park bounced back from disap¬ 
pointment last week to beat a strong Rugby St 
Andrews side 15-5 in Midlands 3 East South. 

Park had their mojo back and took the lead 
after 25 minutes when James Hankey’s try was 
converted by Stephen Pollock. 

The slender 7-0 advantage was the state of play 
at half-time and Hankey added a second try on 


50 minutes which was unconverted, before 
Rugby responded by crossing the whitewash for 
the only time in the game. 

Stockwood were then forced to defend their 
line for 15 minutes but they didn’t allow their 
opponents through.

into the final third and dinked over the retreating City back- 
line to Benson. The striker’s pass-cum-shot rolled agonis¬ 
ingly past the far post with Mark Cullen trying in vain to 
catch up and supply the killer touch. 

Town were part comfortable and part forced to watch Exeter 
pass, pass and pass some more in front of them, but the fur¬ 
ther forward the Grecians advanced after the interval the 
more opportunities to counter presented themselves. 

Howells took advantage of two - first to find Cullen who cut 
into the penalty area and let fly waywardly, and then to fire 
wide himself. 

When Exeter eventually got in behind the Hatters’ defence 
they squandered a golden opportunity. Tyler instinctively 
pushed out Cummins’ back post header but only to Bennett 
who, with the goal at his mercy, toe-poked over from three 
yards out. 

Drury forced a top corner save from Christy Pym from a 
20-yard free-kick but it was rather more comfortable then 
Tyler felt in the other goal when City substitute Liam Sercombe 
panicked with a long range rocket that fizzed past the post. 

The keeper was equal to David Wheeler’s header moments 


later and Exeter were getting closer but it took a reckless chal¬ 
lenge from goalscorer Griffiths to gift them an equaliser. 

The left back, who was about to be substituted, scythed 
down Ribeiro in the penalty area and substitute Nichols sent 
Tyler the wrong way with his first touch from the spot. 

Ricky Miller almost responded in kind with his maiden 
touch after replacing Cullen but his shot was easily gathered 
by Pym who then thwarted Jonathan Smith. 

Any joy there would have provided an unlikely smash and 
grab but at the other end only a magnificent saving header 
from the exemplary Steve McNulty ensured one point and a 
tenth league game unbeaten.

Dunstable got off to a dream start, with 
Scott Davies opening the scoring with just 
two minutes gone.

Just before the break, Enzo Silvestri 
added a third with a neat lob. 

Leon Simpson netted the fourth with 55 
minutes gone from the penalty spot. 

The visitors attempted a comeback, netting 
two goals in quick succession through Martin 
Westcott and Ash Drew. 

With just under 10 minutes left, Haverhill 


almost made it 4-3 when Ross Elkins nearly 
caught out Louis Porcelli in the Dunstable 
goal. 

The hosts kept pressing until the very end, 
but when Haverhill goalkeeper Turner came 
up for a free kick they were caught out on the 
break, with Marcus Campbell finishing off 
the counter attack and the game when he 
slotted into the deserted net.

JOHN Still revealed that 
Scott Griffiths was about 
to be substituted before 
he conceded a penalty 
that cancelled out his 
goal and saw Luton’s 
seven-game winning 
run come to an end with 
a 1-1 draw at Exeter City. 

The left back had nod¬ 
ded in with Town’s first 
shot on target two min¬ 
utes and 15 seconds into 
the match to claim his 
second goal in 68 appear¬ 
ances. 

The Hatters had been 
firmly second best after 
that against a silky 
Grecians side but had 
remained relatively reso¬ 
lute at the back until 
Griffiths hacked down an 
impressive Christian 
Ribeiro to concede a 
72nd minute penalty. 

Tom Nichols sent Mark 
Tyler the wrong way with 


his first touch after com¬ 
ing on as a substitute and 
Still lamented his 
defender’s error. 

“ [Alex] Lacey was com¬ 
ing on for Scott just as 
they scored,” the Luton 
boss said, adding: “Scott, 
for whatever reason, had 
run out of petrol and was 
struggling a little bit so 
we had everything done 
to change. 

“We worked so hard in 
the week and knew how 
they would play - switch 
the play diagonally, try to 
get down the side and 
deliver crosses. 

“The one time we dived 
in it was a penalty. Scotty 
has more experience 
than that. He should do 
better but let’s not blame 
him because he perhaps 
wasn’t right. 

“I know he wasn’t feel¬ 
ing great, which is why 
we were making the 
change, but if he stayed 
on his feet we’d have 
dealt with the cross 
because he had done.” 


Yet after recording a 
tenth game unbeaten 
Still wasn’t too down¬ 
hearted even though the 
draw saw his side 
knocked off the League 
Two top spot by Wycombe 
who beat Oxford. 

“I’m delighted to have 
got something from the 
game,” he said, adding: 
“Away from home against 
a team on a great run, 
who have beaten two 
previous leaders here, I 
can’t be disappointed.” 

He added: “I thought we 
settled quite comfortably 
but they alternated 
between three up front 
and a diamond and it 
threw us out a little bit. 

“We changed it at half 
time and got two up front 
and I was happy with 
that, our commitment 
and how hard we worked. 

“We could have done a 
bit better with the ball in 
the second half because 
we had two up but I just 
thought our final ball 
wasn’t quite right.”
